"30"— No Longer Used by Newspapers 


An Heritage From Ihe Old-Time Telegraph 


• Every now pnd then some subscriber calls up the newspaper 
and asks what the word "Thirty" means as used by radio riews- 
casters.when signing off. We had an inquiry again Saturday 
morning. The answer is this— 
"Thirty" was the term used in the 


-0 |old tlays of railroad telegraph service 
r to indicate the end of a trick or shift. 


Joe Doakcs, operator at Hope, fixing 


to put on his coat and hat anc necktie 
and call'it, a day, taps out "Thirty" 
so that the boys at Gurdon and othei 
points on the wire loop will know they 
are switching operators at Hope, 


It was in the old days one of those 


gestures that somehow creep into 
every trade or calling—like the grace- 
ful scrawl of a painter signing his 
name to a piece of canvass, or the 
ponderous editorial "We" with which 
editorial , writers unconsciously 
try 


to make the public believe that the 
opinions of one man are the voice 
of on entire nation. 


The telegraph signal is actually writ- 


ten like this: 


"30". 
And this signal crept into the news- 


paper offices in the early days for 
a very obvious reason—two genera- 
tions ago there was no Associated 
Press and the papers gathered their 
non-local news by interviewing rail- 
road telegraphers to find out what was 
.goijig on up and; down, the railroad 
"flrfet""Hater the'Associated Press Was 
organized, and newspapers had a 
Morse operator in their, own office, 
with an empty Prince Albert can 
wedged behind his telegraph receiver 
to make it resound, and pounding out 
his copy on a typewriter as fast as the 
telegraph wire brought the news in. 


Somewhere in the natural train of 


events the telegraph operators fell in 
to the practice of using "30" to mark 
the end of an individual news story, 
as well as the end of the shift. 


And pretty soon reporters, picking 


up this practice, were using "30" to 
mark the end of every story, local as 
well as telegraph news.

LAFAYETTE, Ind.-(/p)-Small holes 


are a good thing in outside walls of 
up-to-date structures, according to rc- 
Jjilts of study of insulating materials 
at Purdue University. Keeping such 
insulation dry is one of the brohlems of 
builders,1 Although protected 
from 


rain, the insulating materials are sub- 
jected to wet vapors which form be- 
tween vyalls. 
•*The Purdue experiments show that 
vapor pouring over insulation does 
not wet it seriously unless the vapor 
is confined. Holes in the outside walls 
permit escape of the vapor and pre- 
vent undesirable wetting. Holes are 
i*commende dfor outside walls of re- 
frigerator cars for similar reasons.

item. 


It means the end of the day's work. 
It means—somberly—death for a 


newspaper man; and some of our trade 
publications still carry "30" at the 
head of their obituary column, but 
this is for newspaper people only. A 
newspaper would not use "30" over 
the obilunry column reporting deaths 
among the general public. 


As I said, the use of "30" to mark 


the end of an individual news item 
was incorrect. 


Use of "30" was forbidden on all 


newspapers years ago. Even when I 
was starting into the business, back 
in 1020, it was forbidden. 


A news item prepared for the com- 


posing room is ended with the pound 
nark, like this: 


"#" 
Newspaper offices when they see 


iomc outsider type off an item for 
publication and close it will) "30" 
simply smile and know that the guy 
is eilher_a publicity agent who has 
picked up the idea in a roundabout 
way or some wanderer from the anc- 
ient past of telegraphy. 
Use of "30" is an affection, but an 


understandable one, when denoting the 
end of the day, the trick, the shift 
the whole production.

You yourself can remember when 


the movies used to close a feature 
film with the word: 


"Finis" 
That too was an affectation. 
And after a while the movies got 


tired of a wangle-doodle Latin word 
growing up in a land of English- 
speaking people. 


And so the movies got truthful 


and plain-spoken. Nowadays the mov- 
ies say: 


"End" 
And newspapers close copy with, 


not "30", but "#"—a simple closing 
sign for an individual item,.a small 
part of the whole day's work. 


Yet I am prepared to admit that 


use of "30" in closing a night's nejws- 
cast on the radio is technically cor- 
rect. For radio "is a cousin of tele- 
graphy—and the radio news-paster is 
aptMaHy signing off, closing his trick 
or shift, marking the end not of one 
Hem but of the whole broadcast.

Plan- 
es, guns, tanks, pontoons (the new 
aluminum kind),' trucks, ammunition, 
even the buttons on uniforms, and 
the uniforms themselves absolutely re- 
quire ni'achine tools. 


But the machine tool industry is 


purrch drunk. Few dies, jigs, and 
tools We're needed in the depression 
Plants closed. Wbrkers wer dismis- 
ed. 
Furthermore, all the armament pro- 


grams, from planes to microscopes, 
need the same machine tools. One oi 
th'es is the automatic screw macliine, 
a sort , of lath to turn, shape and 
'scrape metal. Another is the deep' 
drawing press, an elephant of a gad- 
get that stamps out and shapes me- 
tal into sheets and tubes and squar- 
es, arid What not. Everything needed 
in a i-earmahent drive runs into one 
or the other or both of these pre- 
cious gadgets somewhat along the line.

Both crops may be broadcast or 
drilled at rates of 30 to 60 pounds 
per acre, depending upon the size 
of the seed. 


Sudan grass;'-which is a nonlegume 


hay crop, may be seeded until the 
latter.part of June.

The first thing .that should be kept 


in mind is the fixed size of a lock- 
er. A family-sized locker will hold 
approximately 250 pounds of meat. It 
is obvious that one locker could not 
take care of the supply of meat from 
one 750-pound beef. And this does not 
take into consideration the fact that 
the family will probably want to use 
some room in, the locker for certain 
fruits and vegetables, and other types 
of meat 


If a family killed, a 750-pound beef, 


the surplus from the home raised ani- 
mal would have to be disposed of. 
M. W. Muldrow of the University of 
Arkansas College of Agriculture, sug- 
gests that the surplus might be sold 
through the plant manager, or some- 
thing like the old "meat-ring" plan 
could be worked out with the neigh- 
bors. 


; Outlining a cooperative plan that 


could be carried out by four families, 
Mr. Muldrow said that, working to- 
gether, each of the four 
families 


could supply a beef during the year. 
The neighbors would plan to have the 
beeves ready for slaughter about 3 
months apart. The carcass would be 
split so that .one-half would go to 
each two families.

frozen fruit, and green peas the most 
popular frozen vegetable. Blueberries 
are second and cherries third in pop- 
ularity among the fruits, with peach- 
es gaining popularity rapidly. Of the 
vegetables, lima beans stand in se- 
cond place with broccoli, spinach, and 
asparagus running close, according to 
H. C. Diehl, of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, in charge of 
freezing studies by the Bureau of 
Agricultural Chemistry and ngineer- 
ing.
